Kingston, Jamaica, papers to the Ist of 
May, brought by the brig Lawrence, in 19 
days from Kingston. 

A committee on the subject of the late re- 
bellion reported on the same day, a series 
of resolutions which are to be transmitted to 
the King. They express a decided opin- 
ion that the insurrection was caused by the 
Sectarian Missionaries. 

The Rev. Messrs. Knibbe and Cardiner, 
Baptist Missionaries on the North side, ar- 
rived in Kingston. All the Missionaries 
have now been compelled to quit the coun- 
try.
